They  were  marked  in  the  iuvei.toiy  which 
accompanied  the  chest  as  "Good  far  gen* 
eral  debility.”  Among  the  medicines  highly 
recommended  was  a  “  wasp’s  nest  for  pain 
in  the  bark.”  For  vertigo  the  Celestial  au¬ 
thority  recommended  scrapings  of  deer’s 
boms;  for  rheumatism  a  quart  of  boiled 
water  made  palatable  by  a  toad’s  skin  and 
the  teeth  of  a  t>n*ke  ;  for  every  kind  of  dia- 
easet,  medicine*  equally  ridiculous  and  ’sig¬ 
nificant  of  a  hopeless  condition  of  ignor¬ 
ance.  These  quacks  are  simply  shrewd  ad¬ 
venturers.  One  of  the  most  successful  of 
these  impostors  vrits  a  fishermuu  whom 
while  speculator*  set  up  in  business.  The 
principal  cause  of  the  backwardness  of  the 
Chinese  iu  medical  science  ia  their  religion. 
They  are  Spiritualisto  and  Fatalists.  They 
have  neither  a  very  deep  fear  of  death,  nor 
do  they  believe  that  they  Ae  iu  any  way 
but  as  ordained  by  late.  Lately  medical 
missions,  with  both  Americau  and  English 
professors,  have  been  established  in  China, 
and  some  steps  have  been  made  from  the 
barbarous  position  occupied  by  the  healer’s 
art  —  ikin  b\ancuco  C^trunicie.
